It must, be stated, however, that iii all 


these reports, as well as in the following 
tables, the figures for Russia are only 
preliminary and approximate. Accord- 
ing to the reports, the world's harvest 
of wheat for 1896, in comparison with 
the preceding year, is below the average 
and considerably less satisfactory in 
quality as well as iu. quantity. The late 
and exceedingly cold spring had a had 
effect on crops, and the drought spoiled 
the crops in Europe—to a great extent 
in southern Russia, but in Spain and 
Portugal especially. As to the transat- 
lantic countries of the southern hemis- 
phere, in which grain ripens in Decem- 
ber to February, the conditions for the 


tory. 
Tho drought during the first 


period of the growth of cereals and the 
continual rain during tho harvest had a 
bad effect on the last crop of wheat in 
tho Argentine Republic, Urngnay and 
Chile, while the 'drought also damaged 
to a great extent the crops of East India 
and Australia. 


This information, of course, refers to 


the harvest'gathered in those countries 
during the last days of 1895 and the 
first months of 1896. The greater part 
of the small surplus in these countries 
entered the international market long 
ago and was consumed during the sec- 
ond half of the last campaign, but in 
view of the fact that the new grain 
from these countries will not enter the 
European markets before tho second half 
of the present campaign and owing to 
the insufficiency of information concern- 
ing the outlook for the future harvest 
tbe report of this present campaign for 
these countries Has been made nccording 
to the figures of the !sat harvest. 


From figures sent in by different con- 


suls it is seen that, in general, tbo har- 
vest of 1896 decreased 1S5,485,5-12 bush- 
els as compared with tho harvest of 
1895. 
The harvest in the United States, 


Canada, Argentina, Uruguay, Chile, 
Australia and tho East Indies shows 
a decrease of 165,802,959 bushels. Of 
the European producing countries, on!y 
Russia shows a large decrease—50,37s),• 
467 bushels. The. couairies of consump- 
tion harvested 37,20ii,]23 bushels more 
than last- year. Only Spain ami Portu- 
gal among them h;ul a bnd crop. Franco 
harvested .this yesir nearly ns much as 
last year. An -increase, compared with 
last year is to be observed only in Italy 
and Great Britain. 


The decrease of this year's harvest is 


due also to the decrease in the wheat- 
acreage. Already, last year, in nearly 
all tho large wheat growing countries 
the area under this cereal had greatly 
decreased. The great decrease took place 
in the United States. Russia, the East 
Indies, Austria-Hungary, Argentina and 
Germany, the principal cause of which 
was tho extremely low prices the last 
three campaigns. 


The information concerning the other 


cereals acd grasses is very poor and of 
such indefinite character that any esti- 
mate?, even approximate, is impossible. 
In general it may be said that tbe de- 
crease in the rye harvest is still greater 
than that in wheat. The Hungarian 
ministry of agriculture estimates it at 
154,765,71-1 bushels. More the decrease 
falls mainly upon the exporting coun- 
tries, especially Russia. Of the other 
countries, Austria-Hungary has scarcely 
an average harvest—a little below last 
year's. The bad harvest of breadstuffs 
is not compensated this yeur by a good 
harvest of fodder grasses, except maize, 
which promises a pood yield. A decrease 
compared with last year's harvest of 
oats aud barley is very probable in tho 
principal coautriesof production in Eu- 
rope and in tlie United States and also 
in the importing countries of Europe, 
bnt this decrease is uofc of such signifi- 
cance as that-of wheat and rye. '

A RACE FOR A G!RDLE.

Tho track of the "Russian" lay 


between New \Vt;»iijjii!»i«r in British 
Columbia antl Moscow in liussia. Up 
through the unexplortnl Fraser river 
valley it was to run, then 031 through 
the untracked wilderness of Alaska, 
across Bering strait, over the tim- 
berless steppes of arctic Liberia and 
along the dr«iry coast of tho 
Okhotsk sea to tho month of tho 
Ainoor. There the American racers, 
called ''Wostoni Onion," were to 
give over the race to the Russian 
telegraph department, which was to 
make its best time in reaching Mos- 
cow. 


Western Union said it would cover 


the ground in about two years. Tho 
cost would ho about $5,000,000, hut 
what was So, 000, 000 if the prize 
could ha won — an electric girdle for 
the earthy 


Tho path of the Atlantic cable was 


to bo on a tableland some two miles 
deep in the ocean reaching from 
Ireland to Newfoundland. 


The summer of 1SG5 found tho 


world watching this race -with great 
interest It opened when tho fleet of 
the Russian expedition set sail from 
San Francisco, northward hound. 
The Atlantic people at tho same time 
were stowing away gigantic coils of 
cable into the capacious hold of the 
Great Eastern — a new cable some 
2, 000 miles long. 


The Western Union directors -were 


shrewd business men. Five millions 
of dollars was little in comparison 
•with the benefit they \vonld receive 
could they get telegraphic commu- 
nication with Europe, and they then 
believed that the only way -was hy 
land. The public agreed with them 
nearly unanimously. 
And so the 


two projects — the overland and the 
submarine — were pitted against each 
other. 


A very unequal race it seemed at 


the outset. The Overland was strong 
and vigorous, the Atlantic was bro- 
ken hy former failures. The Over- 
land was popular and had plenty of 
money back of it. The Atlantic was 
derided, and "only fools," it was 
said, "would invest in it." 


The fleet of tho Russian expedi- 


tion which sailed from San Francis- 
co in tho summer of 1865 was quite 
a navy. There were ocean steamers. 
sailing vessels, coast and river boats 
and Russian ascl American ships of 
the line, with a promise of a vessel 
from her majesty's navy. The expe- 
dition was well officered, and about 
120 men were enlisted — men of su- 
perior ability in every dopr.rtmcnt. 
The supplies ejnbraceti everything 
that could he aeoded, thousands of 
tons of wire, some 300 miles of cable, 
insulators, wagons, etc. Aug. l'G, 
1SGG, tho Great Eastern iandsfi its 
cable at Trinity bay and the v, ;.rJd 
was clcctriflr^d by tho i.'ows tii:-.t it 
•worked perfectly — thr.r the victory 
had been won. Moro ih;;a that, tho 
Great Eastern not !;.i:g afterward 
picked up tho o::blo lest tho year be- 
fore, and thai , too, was soon in work- 
ing order. T\vo electric girdies had 
been clasped around tho eurtb. 


The success of the Atlantic was 


defeat for tho Russian. An overland 
telegraph line could never compete 
with tbo stibnvirina cables. Tho iirst 
triumphant "'click, click" at Trin- 
ity hay was therefore tho deathblow 
of the Russian schame, and all work 
connected with that project was at 
once abandoned.

The monnraent is inscribed, "To com- 
memorate the discovery that the inhai- 
ng of ether causes inpensibility to pain." 
Considered in its relation to human wel- 
fare, this is the greatest discovery of the 
nineteenth century. 
Ether was first 


publicly administered in a surgical op- 
pration Oct. 16, 1846. Under its iuflu- 
«nce n vascular tumor v?as removed by 
Dr. Warren from the jaw of a patiem 
n the Massachusetts General hospital. 
Oct. 16, 1896, is therefore the fiftieth 
anniversary of the event. 


It is a good thing to know how Wil- 


iam Thomas Green Morton, dentist,, 
was led up to the discovery of sulphuric 
ither as an anesthetic. It was his eym-

Electric Povrer oa tlie Farm. 


In France, in Russia, in Massachu- 


setts and at Cornell university suecessfnl 
experiments have been made in the mat' 
terof hurrying vegetation by electricity. 
It t has been found possible to make 
plants grow larger and moro rapidly by 
giving theru at night for some hours the 
electric light. 
This, however, does not 


seem so mnch to the point at a time. 
•when farmers cannot sell tho products 
they raise just by plain, old fashioned 
sunshine, without any aid from artifi 
cial light. 


^Vhat is more interesting is the fact 


that farming operations aro beginning 
to be carried on with tho aid of electric- 
al instead of auimal power. The current 
has been made to draw plows and reuii- 
ers, to run feed cutting machines, to do 
churning in creameries, to saw wcod 
and haul ia grain from the fields. When 
this can bo done generally, the farmer's 
millennium -will be here. 
Thft exoense 


and labor of caring for horses will large- 
ly be done away. Farmhouses and sta- 
bles as well will be lighted by electric- 
ity. 


The ordinary method of obtaining the 


electricity is by means of a tnrbiue 
wheel. A waterfall or running stream 
is tapped and a portion of tho current 
made to flow over the wheel. This sets 
the wheel in motion ; tho motion is con- 
verted into power by means of the dyna- 
mo. Wires arc attached leaning to vari- 
ous parts cf tiie farm siiin to the farm 
building*. 
It iii the same method as 


-.hat by which power is hati from Ni- 
agara falls.

Loues himself, however, when ho waa 
told of this generous offer, refused it.

others to do Uio same plainly tui ! to 
foster tho continuance of wrongdoing 
and to rauko those engaged in it self 
satisfied and sesarc. Patst-nt eadara 
so estimable 
under certain circum- 


stances, may under others L-A un 
tual injury to society. From tbo resist- 
ance to an injurious fashion or cn-»tom 
up to the correction of grave abuse^, tho 
earnest seoker after justice is a trae 
philanthropist and demands the ost 
and co-opcrution of his fellow men.— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Woman In -Pagan Time*. 


I had heard .TO many times, both in 


and one of the pulpit, says a Forum 
writer, that woman owed to Christian- 
ity her social elevation and the amelio- 
ration of her lot that I bad come *o 
accept it as a truism. At all events, it 
had never occurred to me to. question 
tbe postulate until one day. I read in 
"The Sermania" of Tacitus that among 
the ancient Teutons a kind of sanctity 
seemed to pertain to women. Truly re- 
markable, considering thfe time when it 
was written, is the statement that the 
German women were not permitted to 
regard themselves as standing outside 
the world belonging to the men, nor were 
they -nncoBoerned in their warlike pur- 
suits. If the above statement of Tacitus 
is to be trusted, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that the Germans, amid all the 
rudeness of a pastoral awd militant life, 
possessed elements of if higher civiiiza- 
tipn than the fastidious and overrefined 
Romans. The chief evidence of this su- 
periority 
iSf. I think, to be found in 


their attitude toward women. Among 
the ancient Germans apparently men 
conceded all that women demanded. 
There is to me something very uoble iu 
the comradeship of husband and wife 
which appears to have existed among 
these rude and hardy •warriors — a eoiu- 
radeship half resembling that of boys 
and girl before the consciousness of sex 
has markedly differentiated thc^: Not 
even from the tribal council were wom- 
en excluded. Tacitus expressly states 
that they were attentively listened to 
and that their advice was never left un- 
heeded.

means. The process is as simple as 
ho effects are satisfactory. 
Holes from 1 yard to l'£ yards in 
opth are first made in the ground 
vith a miner's bar or otherwise, 
'hey are placed from four to six 
ards apart. 
Each hole receives a cartridge coa- 


•aining 7 to 12 pounds of dynamite, 
'hese cartridges are connected by 
n electric wire and exploded simnl- 
aneously. 
The effect produced seems small. 


There is a dull sound, a slight trem- 
bling, sometimes hardly any raising 
of tho soil. 


But tho ground is mellowed to 


such an extent that at any point one. 
may push into it with tbo hand a 
walking stick to the depth o'f a yard 
and a half. Tho cost of the opera- 
tion is considerable, bnt to do the 
work with the pickax would cost 
more, would take longer time ana 
would not give HO deep an effect.—
